MO attorney general to appeal judge’s decision

Missouri's Attorney General plans to appeal a federal judge's decision striking down state abortion laws. 

U.S. District Judge Howard Sachs in Kansas City, Mo., on April 19 ruled in favor of Planned Parenthood's 
challenge of laws that require abortion doctors to have local hospital privileges and abortion clinics be 
licensed as ambulatory surgical centers. 

The ruling follows a U.S. Supreme Court decision last June that invalidated those aspects of abortion 
regulation in Texas. 

With the ruling in Missouri, Planned Parenthood plans to move forward in offering abortions at clinics in 
Springfield, Joplin, Columbia and Kansas City. Right now, Planned Parenthood's St. Louis clinic is the only 
location in Missouri to provide abortions. 

Attorney General Hawley has 30 days to appeal the decision. In a statement, Hawley said that the laws 
"protect the health and safety of women who seek to obtain an abortion. Missouri has an obligation to do 
everything possible to ensure the health and safety of women undergoing medical procedures in state licensed 
medical facilities." 

Missouri Catholic Conference executive director Mike Hoey said the conference "supports the effort of the 
attorney general to defend Missouri's current regulation of the abortion industry. We need laws that ensure the 
safety of women and the protection unborn children." 

Planned Parenthood issued a statement that the victory "means countless Missourians will have expanded 
access to safe, legal abortion. It is also the resounding affirmation we've long awaited — that medically 
unnecessary restrictions like admitting privileges and ambulatory surgical center requirements are state 
mandated laws thought up by extremists in Jefferson City. We will continue to fight these restrictions until 
they are permanently blocked in the state of Missouri." 

Deacon Sam Lee of Campaign Life Missouri said that while it remains unseen what will happen in the appeals 
process, there have been other examples in which pro-life laws — including parental consent and outlawing 
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partial-birth abortion — were struck down by a lower court, but later upheld by a higher court. 

The Supreme Court decision in Whole Woman's Health v. Hellerstedt said that abortion clinics don't have to 
comply with standards of ambulatory surgical centers, and their doctors aren't required to have admitting 
privileges at local hospitals. 

In Missouri, abortion clinics that perform five or more first-trimester, or any second- or third-trimester 
abortions in a month are required to be licensed as ambulatory surgical centers, and provide standard medical 
services, such as having CPR-trained personnel on site and a physician on the premises and immediately 
available to the patient in the recovery room. Clinics also are open to inspection from the Department of 
Health and Senior Services. 

Missouri also passed a law in 2005 that requires all doctors who perform abortions to have lower-level 
clinical privileges at a hospital within 30 minutes distance from where the abortion is performed. In Texas, the 
law is more stringent, spelling out that the abortion doctor must have "active admitting privileges" at hospital 
within 30 miles of where the abortion is performed. 

Missouri's ambulatory surgical center regulations enacted in the mid-1980's — but applying to all abortion 
facilities only since a law change in 2007 — separately require that abortion doctors have staff privileges at 
hospital within 15 minutes travel time or that there is a working arrangement between a hospital and the 
facility no more than 15 minutes away to provide emergency treatment to patients.

Friends, 


Just a brief note where we stand on pro-life and the state budget - and it is all good news: 

• “[S]everal moves by Senator Jill Schupp (D-Creve Coeur) to secure funding for women’s health care 
services, including ‘referrals for abortion’, were rejected.” (see the story, below). In other words, the 
Missouri Senate followed the House, and cut funding to Planned Parenthood and other agencies 
that perform or refer for abortions not necessary to save the life of the mother. This is a new, 
tightened up pro-life protection from last year, in light of the Nixon Administration’s Department of 
Social Services’ failure to cut taxpayer-funding to Planned Parenthood. The Greitens Administration 
has signaled it wants to defund the abortion giant, so hopefully, this year’s language will do the job. 

• $6.46 million in funding for the Alternatives to Abortion program, which will be funded roughly by $2.11 
million in general revenue (state funds) and $4.35 million in federal funds (mostly TANF funds). 

• $25.1 million for the Show-Me Healthy Babies Program, which provides health insurance coverage for 
unborn children, whose families are not eligible for Medicaid or who cannot otherwise obtain health 
insurance. 

There is also in the budget, of course, the normal Medicaid (MO HealthNet for Pregnant Women and 
Newborns) and Children's Health Insurance Program (MO HealthNet for Kids) coverage for low-income 
pregnant women and children. 

The House and Senate-passed budgets have some differences, so each chamber’s budget members still 
need to get together and reconcile the differences - and then have final votes in both chambers - by 6:00 
PM Friday, May 6. Nothing is final until then. 

But we are much closer to having a strong pro-life budget that protects taxpayers who don’t want to fund 
abortion and abortion organizations, while at the same time fulfilling the wishes of Missouri citizens to fund 
alternatives to abortion and help for pregnant women in need.

Missouri Senate passes state budget, chambers 
to negotiate differences

The Missouri Senate has passed a $27 billion state budget, moving the spending plan into negotiating mode 
between a panel of House and Senate members. 

The measure was approved with relative ease over a couple of days after rancor seized the chamber late last 
week and fiery speeches opened floor sessions to begin the first two sessions this week. 

The chamber labored longest over whether to fully fund the state's education foundation formula, 
ultimately approving a $45 million increase in K-12 funding-the same amount passed by the House. 

House Budget Committee chairman Scott Fitzpatrick (R-Shell Knob) says the Senate's decision to fully fund 
the formula could complicate negotiations with the House. 

Fitzpatrick says the House was able to fully fund schools by leaving other departments with less. He claims 
the only way to reconcile the budget between the two chambers, and keep the education formula fully 
funded, will be for the Senate to find places to slice dollars. 

The chambers will also have to reconcile differences in money for higher education. The Senate's position 
would reduce the University of Missouri System's funding by 6.5% reduction and other four-year universities 
a 9% cut. The House wants to reduce the University of Missouri System's budget by 9%. 

Wednesday, several moves by Senator Jill Schupp (D-Creve Coeur) to secure funding for women's health 
care services, including "referrals for abortion", were rejected. 
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The Senate has voted in favor of a statewide expansion of a managed care system in the Department of 
Social Services' budget. The plan would be used to provide services to 750,000 Medicaid recipients 
beginning May 1. The health care portion of the budget would cost more than $9.5 billion. Under managed 
care, private companies are given a monthly fee for each recipient. 

A vote engineered by Senator Rob Schaaf (R-St. Joseph) against the managed care expansion was defeated 
10 - 22 . 

The House and Senate must work out a deal about in-home and nursing home care for about 60,000 of 
Missouri's elderly and disabled. Governor Greitens proposed reducing that amount by more than $52 
million. 

The House rejected that recommendation and instead chose to eliminate a tax credit benefiting about 
100,000 elderly renters. The House's position would have saved the state about $50 million. The Senate 
disagrees with that move. 

The chambers also disagreed about whether to use state funding for DWI checkpoints. House GOP 
members think taxpayer money for such practices should be barred. Senators voted to remove that 
language. 

During Senate debate on the budget, Democrat Maria Chappelle-Nadal of University City secured $3 million 
to buyout homes near the St. Louis area's West Lake landfill, where radioactive waste is stored. Chappelle- 
Nadal also has a bill in the legislature to further fund the project. 

Five members of budget committees in both the House and Senate will now negotiate spending differences 
between the chambers. After they come to an agreement, the House will vote on the finished product, 
followed by the Senate. 

If the chambers fail to meet the May 5 deadline to get the budget to the governor, a special session of the 
legislature will be called. 
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
